Bear Upon the Texas Anti-Pass 
Law and Contracts. 
Austin, May 6.—The suprem e court 
affirm ed the findings of 
the 
lower 
court in the case of the Texas and 
New Orleans railroad 
against 
the 
Wells Fargo Express company, regard 
ing the anti-pass law of the last leg 
islature. 
The contracts Between rail 
roads aud express companies for free 
transportation were made prior to the 
passage of the anti-pass law, and Dis­ 
trict Judg K ittrell of Houston and the 
Galveston court of appeals 
held , In 
favor of the express companies, that 
the anti-pass law’ could not interfere 
with existing contracts for free tran s­ 
portation. 
The supreme court says: 
“Nowhere 
in the statutes Is the purpose express­ 
ed to Interfere with valid contracts ex­ 
ecuted upon a valuable consideration 
before it s passage.” 
The court declines to agree with 
counsel for railroads that such con­ 
tracts can be legally made in future.
